The Robin Hood of the Levant. 

Sir Garnet Wolseley, the new Gov- 
ernor of Cyprus, is being inportuned 
by some sentimental people to release 
Katteridji Janoi, knownas “the Robin 
Hood of the Levent,” and now con- 


fined in that island. His career, as 
described in the London Examiner, 
has been a romatic one: When a 
young man, living in Smyrna, he fell 
in love with his master’sdaughter, and 
planned an elopement, but was dis- 
covered in time by the irate father, 
who clapped his intended son-in-law 
into vrisop. Escaping, he turned 
bandit, and ruled one road between 
Smyrna and Aleppo. Nobody would 
betray him. He never murdered, 
nor allowed his followers to do it. 
But, like his Sherwood prototype, he 
was fond of easing fat, comfortable 
travelers of their purses, and liberally 
believing the destitute with their pro- 
ceeds. Hundreds of portionless girls 
about to be married were, it is said, 
dowered by this romantic brigand. If 
Janni robbed, he did it like a gentle- 
man. If he wanted to appropriate a 
supper for himself and starving com- 
panions, he would. sit patiently until 
his terrified hosts had first eaten theirs 
and then depart quietly with the inti- 
mation that the latter might thence- 
forth travel the country without dread 
of interference, for ‘‘ Katteridji Janni 
never forgot a kindness.” ‘eared, 
perhaps, of his lawless life, he volun- 
tarily surrendered, on the understand- 
ing that his punishment would be con- 


fined to exile in Cyprus. 
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THE VISALIA TRAGEDY. 


Mrs. White Makes a Statement.—A Cu- 
rious Intimacy. 


Visauia, Sept. 17.—Mrs. White 
yesterday had an interview with her 
husband, when she made a voluntary 
statement, which she afterwards re- 
peated toa reporter. She says that 
several days preceding the tragedy 
she told Ur. Mehring that she needed 
something and he came to the house, 
but finding all the children there, said 
he had better postpone the examina- 
tion till she could come to the office. 
On the day of the murder she went to 
his office, and, not finding him in, 
started to return, when she met him 
and they walked down the street to- 
gether. ‘‘He told me,’ she said, “that 
he would come in the evening. I told 
him Mr. Cullom was stopping at my 


place, and perhaps he would think it 
a little strange for him to come. Dr. 
Mehring said that made no difference; 
he would be in his own room and 
would know nothing about it, and if 
he did he would not think anything. 
I told him I was afraid, but he in- 
sisted on coming. I said ‘very well, 
and went along. There was not any 
time set for him to come in the eve- 


ning. Ashe did not come I went to 
bed. Presently I saw him on the 
porch. I got out of my bed and me 


him at the door. He put his arms 
around my neck and kissed me. I 
told him that was not right, and told 
him to stop. He asked me several 
questions—if my husband had come 
back, and if Mr. Cullom was at home, 
and had gone to bed. I told him that 
he had, also that my husband had not 
come home. ‘I then said I would get 
alight. He said no, we did not need 
any light; there was enough light. 
The window curtain was up, and the 
moon was shining. He told me to lie 
down on the bed and he would make 
an examination. I did not lie down 
on the bed but insisted on getting a 
light. Just as he let me loose out of 
his arms my husband came in. My 
husband says he saw me in his arms.” 
Her relation of what follows does not 
differ materially from her husband's. 
She concludes: “I wish to state posi- 
tively that po criminal intimacy ever 
took place between us, although he 
many times urged me in different 
ways. I liked him; I liked his com- 
pany. He would come down some- 
times and say he had a leisure hour, 
and he would rather spend it with me 
than with any one else. I know I did 
wrong in allowing him to come. That 
is all I have to say.
